GERMANY 

Has Gone Forward But Does 
Not Contain An 
Ultimatum. 

REVIEWS LUSITANIA TROUBLE 

Gives Warning Loss of Ameri- 
can Lives at Sea Will Con- 
stitute Unfriendly Act. 

Wash ngton, July 23.-President 
Wilson a' d Secretary Lansing, con- 
ferring at the white house, have sent 
the new note to Germany, warning 
her that the repetition of a disaster 
such as that visited upon the Lusi- 
tania or any violation of American 
rights on the high seas resulting in 
loss of American lives will be consid- 
ered "unfriendly." 

The note is in the nature of a final 
statement by the United States of 
the interpretation that will be plac- 
ed by this government on future 
transgressions of American rights 
and repeats that the American gov- 
ernment will leave nothing undone 
to stand by that position it has pre- 
viously declared. Among the points 
in the new note are: 

POINTS IN THE NEW NOTE. 

1— The assumption by the Unit- 
ed State that Germany, by de- 
claring her submarine warfare 
to be a retaliatory measure 
against the alleged unlawful 
acts of her enemies, has ad- 
mitted that the dtstruction of 
unresisting merchantmen with 
out warning as illegal. 

2— German submarine command- 
ers have already proved that 
they can save passengers and 
crews of vessels and can act in 
conformity with the laws of 
humanity in making war on 
enemy ships. 

3— The United States cannot al- 
low the relations between the 
belligerents to operate in any 
way aB an abreviation of the 
rights of neutrals and, there- 
fore, any violation of the prin- 
ciples for whi-h the American 
government contends, result- 
ing in a loss of American lives, 
will be viewed as "unfriend- 
ly." 

4— The representations which 
the American governme t has 
made in previous note* for dis- 
avowal of the intention to sink 
the Lusitania with Americans 
aboard and the request for re- 
paration are reiterated with 
renewed insistence. 

5 — The American government 
realizes the unusual and ab- 
normal conditions which the 
present conflict has created in 
the conduct of maritime war 
and is willing to act as an in- 
termediary aa between the 
belligerents to arrange a mo- 
dus vivendi or any other tem- 
porary arrangements which 
do n t involve a surrender by 
the United States of its rights. 

6— The proposals made by Ger- 
many to give immunity to 
American ships not carrying 
contrabard, and to four belli- 
gerents ships und r the Amer- 
can flag, ate rejected with the 
emphatic assertion that to ac- 
cept such suggestions would 
be to adm<t Germany's right 
to set aside the American con- 
tentions based on fundament- 
al principles in international 
law, that neutrals may travel 
anywhere on the high seas on 
unresisting ships of any na- 
tionality even if carrying con- 
traband. 

The note is about 1,200 words long. 
While nowhere in it is there any di- 1 
net intimation of the course which 1

ALONE WHEN IT OCCURRED 

Burial In This City This Morn- 
ing at Riverside 
Cemetery. 

John Moore Clardy. aged 23, old- 
est son of Flem C. Clardy and grand- 
son'of Dr. John D. Clardy, met death 
in a horrible manner Thursday af- 
ternoon, at his home eight miles 
from town. 

He was alone at the time, except 
for the presence of the colored cook. 
Mrs. Clardy and her daughter, Mia* 
Annie Bacon Clardy were in this city 
and his father had gone to hisgrand- 
father's. His little brother had been 
to Dr. Clardy 's but had returned and 
was with the hands in the field. Mr. 
Clardy had brought the 22 horse 
power traction engine used about 
the farm up near the house and whs 
pumping water to fill the tank sup- 
plying water to the house. The 
cook in passng about the yard saw 
him busily engaged around the en- 
gine. Suddenly she heard the en- 
gine clicking and then it stopped 
with a sort of chug. Soon after- 
wards his little brother. Flem, aged 
13 years, came from the field and 
found Mr. Clardy's dead body 
wedged in between the belting and 
the machine. One arm was en- 
tangled and crushed and later it was 
found that his neck, both legs and 
both arms were broken and there 
was a laceration of his face, one eye 
lid being torn off. It is supposed 
that his deeve caught in the belt 
and jerked him into the machinery 
with such force as to break his 
neck and cause instant death. He 
made no outcry and it is not known 
just what stopped the engine. He 
may have been cutting it off when 
caught or the crushing of his body 
may have caused it to stop. It was 
running with low steam.

Ostrich Forcibly Fed. 

The Zoological Society Bulletin re- 
marks that refusal of food la generally 
the first symptom that an animal or 
bird Is sick. The ostrich la one of 
the most provoking in this respect, 
and. if heroic measures be not adopt- 
ed, soon becomes so thin as to become 
a prey to some really dangerous ail- 
ment 

A fine South African ostrich re- 
ceived from Arizona at the New York 
Zoological gardens In Bronx park last 
summer refused his breakfast on De- 
cember 23, 1914. He showed no other 
symptoms of illness. A week passed 
and he began to look thin. Keeper 
George Snyder, at considerable person- 
al risk, began a system of forcible 
feeding, ramming bolus after bolus of 
food wrapped in lettuce leaves down 
the throat of the unwilling bird. 

This treatment was kept up for 
more than six weeks, and the ostrich 
became so accustomed to it that he 
ceased to resist. On February 6, 1915, 
he first evinced a willingness to feed 
himself, and within a short time bis 
hunger strike was over.

Medieval England kept a sharp 
watch over aliens, even those belong- 
ing to nations with which it was at 
peace. According to the Saaon law of 
frank-pledge, which remained in force 
until 1370, no hosteler might entertain 
a foreigner for more than a day and a 
night, unless he undertook to answer 
for his guest's behavior. No foreign- 
ers were allowed to keep hostels in 
London, and many became naturalized 
In order to qualify for this privilege. 
Even so, they were not suffered to 
compete on equal terms with the na- 
tives, being required to keep their 
houses "In the heart of the city," and 
being rigidly excluded from the more 
profitable regions on the bank of the 
Thames.

Comparatively an Easy Matter to Get 
Them to Use the Right Word* In 
Right Place. 

We teach our children to eat nicely 
to walk gracefully, and to dresB them- 
selves neatly, and all the rest or It. 
but very few of us take the trouble to 
teach them bow to talk In an Interest 
lng way, though the art of entertain 
Ing conversation Is as valuable an 
art as one can possess, says the Cam 
den Daily Courier. 

If you listen to tha ordinary gossip 
in an average family you will notice 
that the children use the same set 
of words again and again. They have 
half a dozen adjectives with which 
they sprinkle their conversation and 
they help out their lack of expression 
by such lags as "Oh, well, you know 
what 1 mean," or It was a sort of 
what-do-you-call it" and so on.
